Extrait of a letter from the Hague, Aug. 26. 
** The Direétors of the Baltic trade in ARs | and that to 
Ruffia in particular, who aft for fo great a number of mer- 
chants and traders living in this country, feem to feel, with 
great reafon, that the leaft delay of a fufficient convoy of thips 
of the line and frigates to protect their thips to the Baltic, be- 
comes every day more and more prejudicial to commerce, have 
at length prefented the following petition to the States Gene- 
ral, for fuch convoy ; when the States entered into the follow- 
ing ¢efolution 
Extra from the Regifter cf the Refolutions’ of their High 
Mizhtinefes the States-General of the United Provinces. 
Friday, Aug. 24. 1785. 

“* Having heard read a petition from the Direétors of the 
Baltic trade, ferting forth, that the petitioners feeling, from 
the return as well of the republic’s fleet, as of the merchant 
thips, _—, me glorious action of phe. an is this month, that 
their intended voyage cannot i rei any delay, 
to provide a cemneay with all Wome $ and eny 
delay of putting to fea again of the faid merchant fhips, with a 
number of men of war fafficient for their proteétion, will pro- 
duce the greateft prejudice, not only to trade, but even to, the 
fervice of the republic, the petitioners reque(t, for the reafons 
alledged in the faid petition, that it may pleafe their High 
Mightinefles that they would immediately grant to the faid 
merchant fhips, now ready to fail for the Baltic, a proportion- 
‘ate and fufficient convoy; to make the neceflary difpofitions 
for that purpofe, and to take fuch ipeedy refolytion as for the 
importance of the affair, and the occurrences of the time, their 
High Mightineffes may judge the moft proper for the advan- 
tage of commerce, and even the fervice of the republic; and 
that this petition may be confidered without any adjournment. 

** On which having deliberated, they have thought it good, 
and have ordered, that; a copy of the above-mentioned petition 
fhall be fent to his Serene Highnefs (the Prince Stadtholder) 

with a requeft that he would fulfil the defires. of the faid Direc-

A letter from Verfailles; of the 15th of Auguft, contdins 

the following particulars :—** An officer of the regiment of 
| Bourbonnois, who failed from Newport in Rhode Ifland, on 
| board of one of his Majefty’s cutters, the 5th of July, and_ 
| landed at Port Louis the 2d inftant, fays, that when he was 
leaving America, the French army was in motion, the firft di- 
vifion having marched the isth, and the fecond the 2oth of 
June. On the 2d of July, both divifions were at Providence, 
and ready to march for Fifhkill and Niewpoint, which are with- 
in 67 miles of New York. It was reported at Niewpoint, be-- 
‘fore the officer failed, that General Wathington’s advanced 
pofts had obtained fome advantages in a few flight tkirmifhes, 
| the object of which was to drive the Englifh in from fome of 
their outpofts. So early as the beginning of June, his Maje- 
fty’s frigate La Concorde tailed with 25 pilots on board, to 
meet Count de Graffe, from which it was generally 
that the whole fleet, under the command of that Admiral, 
would foon arrive from the Leeward Iflands, on the coaft of. 
| America. The Count’s great fuperiority over Admiral Rod- 
ney, filled the royalifts of America with alarms ; nay, it was 
reported, after the news had artived, that the Britifh fleet had 
been worfted, that Sir Henry Clinton was on the point of eva- 
cuating New -York ; and that he changed his mind only be- 
caufe the Heffians refufed to embark tor the Weit Indies : 
4 And though it was afterwards known that Admiral Rodney 
had joined Sir Samuel Hood, from St Euftatius, and was able 
to keep the fea, the fears of the army in New York had not 
well fubfided, when the officer, from whom we received thefe 
particulars, failed for Europe. The garrifon of that city con- 
fifts of 5000 Britifh and 7o0oo Germans. The latter are dif= 
contented ; they refufe to ferve in the fouthern army, and are 
clamorous for the arrears of their pay. It was thought that 
M. de Grafle might be off New York before the end of July ; 
if he arrives there before Admiral Rodney, the fituation of the 
garrifon may be deemed critical indeed—attacked at once by 
the combined armies of France and America by land, and by a 
powerful fleet by fea.” 

«* The fame officer fays, that his Majefty’s frigate La Sur- 
veillante (the fame that had the fevere engagement with the 
Englith frigate the Quebec, Captain Farmer) had been towed 
into Bofton, after having maintained a very long and very warm 
action with an Englith thip of 50 guns, in which the Surveil- 
lante had upwards of 80 men killed and wounded ; among the 
former were two of her officers; her Captain is M. de Ville- 
nuve-Cillart. The Englith cruizers on that coaft are the A- 
damant, the Chatham, and the Warwick, of 50 guns each. 

“© We have learned alfo from the fame officer, that while 
the convoy that had arrived from Europe, under the protection 
of the Sagittaire, of 50 guns, was in Bofton-bay, a violent 
gale of wind fuddenly fprang up, and drove feveral of the con- 
voy out to fea; they afterwards got fafe back, except the Sta- 
niflaus, of 700 tons burthen, and when the officer came away, 
it was generally feared that fhe had foundered.” 

The whole force of the garrifon at Gibraltar has been re-~ 
ported to confift of only 5000 men fit for actual fervice. How 
far this is true the following ftate of the forces there un- 
der General Elliot, on the 25th of July laft (which our 
correfpondent pledges himfelf to be authentic) will thew.

Late laft night, an officer arrived at Lord George Ger- 
main’s Office, with difpatches from Sir Henry Clintoa, which 
were brought over in the Speedy packet, which failed from 
Sandyhook the tft of July, and arrived at Falmouth on 
Tharfday the gth inftant. Thefe difpatches bring no informa- 
tion of any new event, but only confirm the report of the at- 
tack meditated by the enemy againft New York. Sir Henry 
fpeaks with confidence, and expreffes himfelf perfectly eafy «as 
to the event by land from General Wathington, who, he un-. 
derftands, is preparing to ¢o-operate with Rochambeau, but 

appears to entertain fome apprehenfion, that the different rein- 
forcements may not join Sir George Rodney time enough for 
making that effectual refiftance by fea which will be materially 
neceflary for the prefervation of the place. | When the packet 
left Sandy Hook, no advices had been received from the fouth- 
ward, and no account had therefore been received of the move- 
ments of Lord Cornwallis in Virginia later than the 16th of 
July. Sir George Rodney was expected at New York about 
the 3d of Augutt, and if theenemy thould refign the intention 
of the inveitment of New York, which they have been known 
tor fome time to have formed, an expedition is immediately to 
take place, in which he is to be concerned, up the Delaware. 
Sir Henry adds, that the trade from Philadelphia ‘to the Ha- 
vannah, which is by mach the moft profitable the Americans 
have at prefent, and from which alone they derive fpecie in re- 
turn for the commodities the country produces, is in a fair way 
of being put a ftop.to by the expedition ander General Ro-

This day St 
Helena is taken, and the accounts are received from good au- 
thority, and certainly may be believed, for they have come o- 
ver land; and ftill fomething more dreadful is. to be appre- 
hended, fince fome fubmarine earthquake mu(t have united St 
Helena to the continent.

When the power of Auguftus was defpotic, every form 
of the ancient polity was preferved ; even Tiberius imprifoned, 
tortured, and murdered under all the appearance of a free cou- 
ftitution. The bulk of a people are feldom well enough in- 
formed to diltinguith between appearances and realities. An 
Houfe of Commons may have very regular feffions, and doa 
great deal of butinefs after Government’is become defpotic. 
The enquiry is, to afcertain what appearances things will then 
put on by which the kingdom may know that only the thadow 
of freedom exift. By attention, the virtue of the pub'ic will 
difcover this ; and if they rightly recollect certain pait proceed- 
ings, they may come to be convinced, how eafily they may be 
enflaved under legal forms. ae 

‘«« Magnanimous perfevering ftruggles for theprefervation of 
freedom and property, and the welfare of a country, are not 


_only found and neceffury policy, but morally excellent. and 


praife-worthy, Riches give power and confequence; cum- 
merce and induftry give riches ; if thefe be reftrained. or de- 
{troyed, the former will vanith ; the all-infpiring fpirit of liber - 
ty, and of virtuous refolution, may probably accompany them. 
Without power and property the fetters. of flavery will be both 
eafily put on and rivetted. © Liberty and property are clofe al- 
lies. Poverty tends to debafe and proftrate the fpirits of man- 
kind: hence they may fall eafy preys to hardy defpots and op- 
preffors.

“ The idle ramour propagated here laft Wednefday, that 
a tanding from the combined fleets of France and Spain, had 
been effected on the fouth weft coaft of rbis kingdom, has va- 
nifhed like a ‘dream. But what in all probability gave rife to 
this report, wat the appearance of a holtile {quadron, laft Ss- 
turday morning, of Cape Clear ifland, jn the county of Corke ; 
which account was yelterday confirmed by an authentic letrer 
from Kinfale, dared laft Monday, with this addition, that the 
fyuadron above mientioued was feen crvifing between the bay 
of Dingle and Cape Clear, and confifted of thirteen fhips of 
the line, one of whom had a French Vice-Admiral’s flag fly- 
ing at the fore-top-meft head ; and that four other {quare rig- 
ged veilels, fauppofed to be tenders or ftore-thips, were in views 

“ The greate(t apprehenfions have been entertained within 
thefe few days:paft, by che merchants, fur the fate of the fleet 
which failed fiom Weymouth for Quebec, under convoy of 
three thips of war, the 23d of laft month, its coarfe being 
round the Land’s-end, where it mut unavoidably have fallea 
in with the flect of the enemy, who, in all probability, would 
have captured the whole.
